RUSSIANS FIGHT 


DESPERATELY 


Kuropatkin Trying to Roll Back Tide 
of Battle at Mukden, 


JAPS SAID TO BE CLOSING IN 


Newchwang. March 7.—There is ev- 
ery indication that the great Japanese 
movement

Mukden has so far met with over-

In the last few days little has been

Nogi's 
men are reveling in the field work, 
which they regai'd as child's play after 
the siege of Port Arthur. 


It is reported here that the scouts 
of General Nogi's and General Kuroki's 
armies are already in touch behind 
Tie Pass. 


Russian Center Forced Back.

General Kaul- 
bars. who is considered to be the best 
of General Kuropatkln's subordinates, 
has taken personal charge of the oper- 
ations in this field. The commander- 
in-chief also is devoting his attention 
to the fighting In the same locality. 


At latest reports tho Japanese had 
also launched an attaclc against Puti- 
loiT Hill and other points on^the Rus- 
sian front, presumably witb the Inten- 
tion of regaining positions from which 
the Russians had ousted them during 
the night, and also to prevent General 
Kuropatkln from 
dispatching further 
reinforcements against Geneml Nogi's 
hard pressed veterans, Tho latter, how- 
ever, have gotten up heavy field ar- 
tillery to their support, making a much 
more even fight against the Russian 
cannon. 


The war office estimates the number 
wounded In tho battle of Mukden at 
12,000, including 234 officers, but makes 
no statement regarding the number of 
dead. This undoubtedly is a conserva- 
tive statement. The Japanese IoBse.s, 
acoordlpg to the same source of infor- 
mation, are estimated at 30,000. 


The optimistic tone of tho war cor- 
respondents Is reflected 
In 
military 
circles here. It Is considered that even 
if General Kuropatkln has not suc- 
ceeded in delivering a crushing blow 
at the Jaimnese, he has at least In- 
sured the possibility of withdrawing, 
which was greatly Jeopardized by the 
operations of Generals Nogi and Ku- 
rokl. The result of General Kuropat- 
kln's reported counter attack west of 
the railway, which If successful would 
drive a wedge between the western 
army and the Japanese forces on the 
Shakhe river, Is awaited with keen 
anxiety. It Is felt that this Is the oppor- 
tunity which he missed at Liao Yang 
and which deprived the Russians of 
Victoiy when It had been won.

Washington. March

the senate Charles Warren Fairbanks 
was inducted into the office of vice 
president.

It 
consisted of a promise, solemnly made, 
with uplifted hand and bowed head, to 
perforrti the duties of the office and to 
support and defend the constitution of 
the United States, 
This was the oath 
of office and it was administered by 
Senator Frye a» president pro tempore 
of the senate. 


Hours before President 
Roosevelt 
was sworn in people sought the most 
. AdvantageouB 
poaltiona to view 
the 
ceremony and the 
gi^&and 'procession 
that followed. During the hours inter- 
vening between the gathering of tlie 
crowd and tho ceremony there was no 
letting down of the tension of Interest 
The passing of a uniformed horseman 
was sufficient to call forth cheers, al- 
though in some sections the multitude 
showed signs of restlessness.

Chester Druggist Attacks Mother'ln< 
Law and Wife With Hammer. 
Chester. Pa,, March 7. — Mrs. Isaac 
Abrams, aged &0 yeiirs, was beaten to 
death and Mrs. Sadie Chatham, aged 80 
years, her daughter, was fatally injur­ 
ed by the younger v^iman’s husband, 
John E. Chatham, 35 years old, a prom­ 
inent druggist of this place. After mur­ 
derously assaulting the women Chat­ 
ham attempted to kill his 1-year-old 
child and then shot himself in the 
head with a revolver, dying later at a 
hospital. Mrs. Abrams was found dead 
In the sitting room in the rear ot the 
drug store, her body lying a few feet 
away from the unconscious form of her 
daughter. 
Mrs. Chatham recovered conscious­ 
ness at the hoepltal and in answer to 
questions said: "John did it.** 
Tho baby’s head was grazed by a 
bullet and one of Its ears was badly 
lacerated, but the little one was not 
seriously hurt. 
The weapon used by 
Chatham upon his wife and mother-in- 
law was a hammer. The tragedy waa 
discovered by Emanuel Eliason, a boy, 
who went to the store to make a pur­ 
chase. 
Finding the place apparently 
vacant he piered behind the prescrip­ 
tion counter and saw the druggist ly­ 
ing In a pool of blood, 
He ran from 
the store and notified the police. 
Mrs, Abrams Is the .wife of a re­ 
spectable mechanic. 
She was a visi­ 
tor at Chatham’s house and the police 
expressed the opinion thg.t she was 
summoned there by Mrs:- Chatham to 
settle a dispute between the druggist 
and his wife. Her head and face were 
beaten almost to a pulp, 
Mrs, Chatham's death Is momentarily 
expected. 


RUSSIANS FIGHT 
DESPERATELY 


Karopatkin Try ing to Roll Back Tide 
of Battle at Mukden. 


MPS SAID TO BE CLOSING IN 


Newchwang, March 7.—There is ev­ 
ery indication that the great Japanese 
movement for the envelopment of 
Mukden has so far met with over­ 
whelming success, and that strong­ 
hold of the Russians will prove another 
Sedan. 
In the last few days little ha* been 
heard from the fighting 
along 
the 
Btrongly fortified central positions, and 
It Is believed that the Japanese center 
is only reqnired to hold its ground 
while the wings stretch far to the 
northwajji to encircle the Russian 
flanks or inreatened the railway. 
General Nogi’s third army, from Port 
Arthur, has advanced far on the left 
wing and swept all before it. Nogi’s 
men are reveling In the field work, 
which they regai’d as child’s play after 
the siege of Port Arthur. 
It Is reported here that the scouts 
of General Nogl’s and General Kuroki’s 
armies are already in touch behind 
Tie Pass. 


Russian Center Forced Back. 
With the Japanese Left Armies, via 
Fusan, March 7.—The right wing of 
this force, advancing 
eastward, haa 
captured 
Onshlnlu 
ajQd 
Tachucapu, 
close to the railroad and 12 miles south 
of Mukden. The Russian center re­ 
tired to Tinchatun station, 10 miles 
south of Mukden. It Is believed the 
Russians have set fire to their stores 
and rel reated. 
Tho left of this.arjpy Is rapidly clos­ 
ing in on Mukden. 
general attack Is 
only a m atter of hoTits. 


St. Petei-sburg, Maiuih 7.--According: 
to correspondent» 
with the Ruseian 
army the tide of battle yesterday waa 
gradually rolling back from the imme­ 
diate vicinity of Mukden, operations up 
to noon having resulted in the capture 
of several villag:es west and southwest 
of Mukden; hut late in the afternoon 
the Japanese inaugurated a series of 
desperate attacks, the outcome of which 
Is still not chronicled. General Kaul- 
bars, who is considered to be the best 
of General Kurcpatkin's subordinates, 
has taken personal charge of the oper­ 
ations in this field. The commander- 
in-chief also is devoting his attention 
to the fighting In the same locality. 
At latest reports tho Japanese had 
also launched an attack against Puti- 
loiT Hill and other points on^^the Rus­ 
sian front, presumably witb the inten­ 
tion of regaining positions from which 
the Russians had ousted them during 
the night, and also to prevent General 
Kuropatkin from 
dispatching further 
reinforcements against Geneml Nogi's 
hard pressed veterans. Tho latter, how­ 
ever, have gotten up heavy field ar­ 
tillery to their support, making a much 
more even fight against the Russian 
cannon. 
The war ofilce estimates the number 
wounded In tho battle of Mukden at 
12,000, Including 234 ofilcers, but makes 
no statement regarding the number of 
dead. This undoubtedly Is a conserva­ 
tive statement. The Japanese losses, 
accordlpg to the same source of infor­ 
mation, are estimated at 30.000. 
The optimistic tone of tho war cor­ 
respondents Is reflected 
in 
military 
circles here. It Is considered that even 
if General Kuropatkin has not suc­ 
ceeded in delivering a crushing blow 
at the Japanese, he has at least in­ 
sured the possibility ot withdrawing, 
which was greatly jeopardized by the 
operations of Generals Nogi and Ku- 
rokl. The result of General Kuropat- 
kln's reported counter attack west of 
the railway, which If successful would 
drive a wedge between the western 
army and the Japanese forces on the 
Shakhe river, is awaited with keen 
anxiety. It is felt that this is the oppor­ 
tunity w'hlch he missed at Liao Yang 
and which deprived the Russians of 
Vlctoxy when It had been won.

In the operations on Sunday the ad­ 
vance of the Japanese In the dlitrlct 
of Madxyapu and Niuchlatuu was re­ 
pulsed.

The attack by a 
Japanese division west of Hushltal 
was at first successful, but Russian 
reserves arrived aud checked the Jap­ 
anese, 


Sighted Two Japanese Fleets. 
London. March 6, — The 
German 
steamer Nubla, according to the cor­ 
respondent of the Dally Mall at Hong 
Kong, reports having sighted two Japa­ 
nese squadrons on Saturday 100 miles 
southeast of Hong Kong. 
The 
first 
squadron, comprising nine battleships 
and cruisers, was seen at 2 o’clock in 
the morning going at full speed, with 
all lights out, and the second squadron 
of 13 large warshli>s was sighted in the 
afternoon.

INAUGURATED 


Washington, March 
4. — Theodore 
Roosevelt took tho oath of office as 
president of the United States before a 
vast concourse of people. 
Chief Jus­ 
tice Fuller administered the oath on a 
stand at the east front of the capítol. 
Shortly before the adjournment of 
the senate Charles Wan*en Fairbanks 
was inducted Into the office of vice 
president. The Installation of the new 
vice president was brief and simple. It 
consisted of a promise, solemnly made, 
with uplifted hand and bowed head, to 
perforib the duties of the offlce and to 
support and defend the constitution of 
the United States. This was the oath 
of olSce and It was administered by 
Senator Frye as president pro tempore 
of the senate. 
Hours before President Roosevelt 
was sworn In people sought the most 
■ advantageouK poaitloiui to view the 
ceremony and the griiind 'procession 
that followed. During the hours inter­ 
vening between the gathering of tUe 
crowd and tho ceremony there was no 
letting down of the tension of Interest 
The passing of a uniformed horseman 
was sufhcient to call forth cheers, al­ 
though in some sections the multitude 
showed signs of restlessness. The bril­ 
liant costumes of the women gave to 
the scene tho flnishing touch of color. 
Added to l:he acre of people seated, 
who looked down upon 10 acres stand­ 
ing, were hundreds banked upon every 
projecting ledge of the capítol and fill­ 
ing the windows. 
Taking as a signal 
the arrival of 
Mrs. Roosevelt and a party of friends, 
and a moment later of Vice President 
Fairbanks and his e.scort, the applause 
subsided to await the coming of the 
man of the hour. Suddenly the crowd 
on the stand began to cheer. This was 
taken up'by those immediately In front 
of the platform. The military present­ 
ed arms, the committees uncovered and 
soon the great sea of people was wav­ 
ing hats and flags and shouting itself 
hoarse. 
President Roosevelt came forth from 
between the ma.sslve pillars quietly and 
composedly. He was escorted by Chief 
Justice Fuller. 
With measured tread 
in harmony with t^e dlgnifled step of 
the chief Justice, the president advanc­ 
ed In state down the long aile of dis­ 
tinguished 
guests. 
By thi.s* time all 
were standing and nothing could bo 
heard above the roar of thunderous 
welcome. Immediately following came, 
arm in arm, the members of the com­ 
mittee on arrangements, As the presi­ 
dent passed down tho aisle he bared 
his head and with chixracterlstic sweep 
of his hat bowed In acknowledgement 
of the salutations from the stand and 
tho ovation from the people. 
At a sign from Chief Justice Fuller 
the clerk of the supreme court stepped 
forward holding a Bible, A hush fell 
over the crowd. The president raised 
his right hand and the oath to supiwrt 
the laws and constitution of the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
was 
taken 
amid 
deep 
silence. When this had been conclud­ 
ed there was practically no demonstra­ 
tion and the president began his In­ 
augural address,. As soon as ho finish­ 
ed speaking ho re-entered the capítol 
and as he disappeared within the build­ 
ing a signal was flashed to the navy 
yard and the roar of 21 guns was be- 
gun^ln ofllcIH salute to thejpxesldent.

teaspoonfuls pumpkin—more, if liked— 
half pint of rich milk, a little salt; stir 
well together and season with cinna- 
mon, ginger or nutmeg, as liked; bake 
in an undercrust in a hot oven. Steamed 
pumpkins, instead of boiled, is much 
i)icer, and no risk of scorching. 


PINEAPPLE CAKR 


A pineapple layer cake is prepared in 
several \vays. A good tilling and icing 
for this cake is the following: . Boil 
together for six minutes a cup of 
granulated sugar, one-quarter of a cup 
of pineapple juice and a teaspoonful of 
lemon juice. 
Then beat a white of 
egix to a stih' froth aud add the syrup 
slowly, stirring well for live minutes 
longer, and ice the cake. 
The lower 
layers of the cake can be spread with 
linely chopped pineapple before cover- 
ing them Avith the icing. 
A delicate 
Avhite layer cake is best for this pur- 
pose. 


KIDNEY STEW, 
prepare the kidneys by cutting out 
all the centres of white fat and veins. 
Put the meat into a slcillet Avith a large 
tablespoonful of butter, hot, one of 
linely minced onion and salt and pepper 
to taste. 
Add a taiDiespoonful of iiour 
and let all brown nicely; stir In half 
a pint of stock, aud Avhen all is smooth 
and thick add a tablespoonful of to- 
mato catsup, a drop of tobasco, or a 
tablespoonful of table sauce, as pre- 
ferred. Serve on a hot dish, garnished 
with crisp points or cubes of toast and 
a little minced parsley sprinkled over. 
A very rich gravy results from using 
stock and boiling water may be subsri- 


RHUBARB SPONGM. 
Cut about a dozen stalks of pink 
rhubarb into inch length pieces and 
stew them with about one-half pound 
of crushed loaf sugar. 
Slice up four 
penny sponge cakes and line a small 
pudding basin with them, making them 
lit In as -well as possible. 
Now put a 
layer of rhubarb over and arrange the 
remainder of the cakes in layers witii 
the rhubarb. 
Cover with a saucer 
and small weight and place in a cool 
place till next day.' Then turn out onto 
the dish it is to be served in. 
Beat 
the whites of two eggs on a plate to a 
tirm froth and mix -with it two table- 
spoonfuls of 
castor 
sugar. 
Spread 
thickly all over the sponge, sprinkle 
well with line sugar and balio in a cool 
oven long enough to set the meringue.
